To All: 
I recently finished my OHR 100 in 20 meters and have two things to mention. 


First. I was able to align the rig without using an oscilloscope. I used 
the RF probe on my HP410B and my RS frequency counter. The instructions 
call for peaking C157 and C175 at a frequency of 23.0000 MHz. I connected 
the RF probe to the test loop with the frequency counter. I started 
tweaking the two caps until the AC voltage started to rise. As the needle 
peaked, 23.0000 MHz appeared on the counter! Wow! It worked. I took the 
rig over to my elmer, Murray. On his bench, the rig was aligned right on 
target. Wow! It was correct. It's nice to be able to do this with an RF 
probe and AC voltmeter, but I'm still waiting to pick up a 25M Oscope at a 
good deal. 


Second. The clarity of reception is unbelievable. This morning, 20 is 
noisy. Lots of good strong signals, but lots of noise on my TS-850. The 
OHR hears all the same signals - with about one tenth of the noise! Dick 
has designed something into the circuitry that filters out all the junk and 
lets the signal come through clear as a bell. The OHR 100 has the best 
blend of sensitivity and noise suppression I have every heard in a QRP rig. 
It's a pleasure to hear clear and clean signals without the loud raspy 
atmospheric noise hiss that can dull my concentration over time. 


For example, I heard AA1EJ calling CQ. He was very weak and in between two 
other stronger signals. I used the bandwidth adjustment and main tuning 
knob to center him in the bandwidth. His tiny signal was nicely isolated 
and ready for a response. My 5 watts didn't make it through the noise, but 
he did hear my effort because he responded with QRZ? Then he responded to 
another station. 


This is a great design and a lot of radio for the money!

Good question- here's some background: 


I received one of my GM-series boards back for repair which had used the 
Radio Shack silver solder. I noted that each time I touched the soldering 
iron to a old joint, I heard a "pffff£ft" sound as the solder outgassed. The 
solder appeared somewhat granular in appearance and did not appear to have 
flowed and adhered as well as you'd expect. The board took hours to 
troubleshoot and repair and proved to have a number of cold joints. When I 
related the story to Dick at OHR he mentioned he'd just been through the same 
routine with one of his kit repairs. His kit repair was also traceable to the 
use of Radio Shack silver solder. We fed this problem back to Wayne Burdick, 
hence the markup in the Wilderness manuals. 


I'd recommend against using the Radio Shack 2% silver solder for electronics 
work. 
I've used their standard 60:40 solder for years, as I'm sure many others 


have, without any problems. Other brands of 2% silver solder have apparently 
not had this problem, likely due to a different flux formulation. The 
recommendation in the Wilderness manual has nothing to do with financial 
interest; it's more a case of "Your results may vary".

Hi Duffy. I used to see those little jokers the same way as you, until 
hurricane fran hit us. We lost 23 60+'trees in our yard, and many of our 
"pet" squirrels were killed. Squirrels don't travel about much, and family 
units will live in one general location for generations. They've been a 
problem here, but I began to use steel fishing leader and control wire for 
control-line type model airplanes to support my dipoles with good results. 


Anyway, during the hurricane, a young baby was thrown from her tree. She 
lost her parents and home, so we decided to take her in. We bought a large 
cage and made lots of phone calls to others who had done the same. You can 
see her now at http://www.ipass.net/~hamradio/franny.gif playing on our 
kitchen counter. We've learned that they are really very smart little 
animals, very intuitive... She behaves a lot like a cat, constantly grooming 
and cleaning herself. She plays with us about the house, and is very tame. 
She has had her nose thumped quite a few times for chewing and doing typical 
squirrel things, but she seems to be past a lot of that now. She has been a 
lot of fun, and now that I've been so closely involved with her, I can't 
imagine ever shooting one for doing what comes natural to them. 


The steel leader is as easy to put up as string, and much more durable. I've 
found that often, the motion of the tree (especially pine trees) is 
responsible for wearing the string through at one point...although it looks 
like the work of a squirrel. Another inexpensive source for durable but 
flexible/lightweight metal string is through the local hobbyshop. It's the 
braided wire used as the control cables for control-line model aircraft. A 
spool of this stuff is very cheap, and rated at a few hundred pounds pull test.
